(a) The figures shown in this table are part of o new series which replaces entirely that 
previously published for all periods from June, 1954. The primc purpose of the new sserics 
is the same as that of the previous series in that it aims to meusurc currently, and as 
nearly as possible with available data, monthly trends in employment in the dcfined field. 
Although covering virtually the same part of the work force, the new scories, in addition to 
incorporating revised estimates, differs from the old in the classification of some indust- 
rics and in being based on comprehensive "benchmark" data derived for the purpose from the 
Population Censuses of June, 1954 and June, 1961. 


The estimated monthly figures are derived mainly from reports supplied by employers on 
an enterprise or establishment basis. The benchmark figures are derived from personal 
particulars supplied by individual respondents on population census schedules. However, the 
industry dissections of census information have been adjusted, as nearly as may be, to an 
"onterprise/establishnent" reporting basis. The industry classification used throughout the * 
series is that of the Population Census of June, 1961. 


Employees in rural industry and in privete domestic service are not included in the 
estimates because the available data are inadequate.
